The visit of tbe Cbief Oommissioner to 
the district wliieh he bo well and ably ro- 
preaents in tbo House was sei-zotl upon by 
his constituents as u fitting opportunity 
for expressing tbe bigh regard they en. 
tertain for bim as q man and a repreaouta- 
tive, and tbo confidence tbey individually 
and collectively repose in the Elliott 
Government. At Okonagan, at Kam- 
loops, at Nicola, at Yale— and all along 
tbo road betvreaa those important centres 
—tbe appearance of tbe Chief was tbe 
signal for enthusiastic popular demonstra- 
tion. At tbo pnblio meetings and din- 
ners that wero held in his honor tho 
flimsy and ridiculous cbargos -which had 
been made against him by a weak and dis- 
organized Opposition wero explained 
away so offiectually that tho conventional 
growler for onco was bilonced and admit- 
ted that bo bad been do'oeived. A siuglo 
peg was not loft for the Opposition to 
hang a grevance on; and wore an election 
to be held to-morrow in Yale district tho 
Opposition would soaroely- presume to 
oppose tbe Government candidates.

INaUIRIES AS TO THE PROPER 
TREATMENT OF DRUNKENESS, 



The civic authorities of Boston have 
been mtiob.exei;oised as to the best mode 
of treating drunkebess. In oonsequence 
of the difficulties felt on tliis sabject, a 
commission was recently appointed to 
take the matter into consideration, visit 
tbe various portions of tbo country wbero 
institutions for the reclamation of drunk 
ards existed, and to give tho result. Tbey 
appear to have performed their duties 
very thoroughly, having visited tbe In- 
ebriate Institutions in New York, Pbila 
delphiii, Baltimore, Worcester, Portland, 
Quebec, Buffiilo, Chiongo, and various 
smaller cities.Theycomoto tbe conclusion 
that the results of tbo pre^eut treatment 
of drunkeness by fine and imprisonment 
are very unsatisfactory; for the euro of 
confirmed or habitual inebriety at least 
one year is necessary, while for extreme 
curable cases two or tbree years are 
quired. Tbey object to the confinement 
of drunkards in tbo same prison 
criminals. They think that thoro should 
be a new departure in the treatment of 
drunkards brought before the court, and 
this treatment should aim primarily at 
reformation. They express tbo belief 
that with such treatment a large per 
centago of tbo slaves of the cup might be 
reclaimed. Tbey recommend tho estab 
lisbment of an Institution near Boston 
for the carrying out of their Bnggestions 
with regard to habitual drunkards, where 
thoy can be usefully employed and at the 
same time reclaimed fr6icti:}1^eir yicious 
haljits.

POLITICAL CRISIS IN SOUTH AUS- 
TRALIA. 

A political crisis has lately arisen in 
South Australia under somowbat peculiar 
circumstances. The Government decid- 
ed on a simple vote of tbo Legislative 
Assembly to proceed with tbo election of 
tho Parliament Houses, no reference be- 
ing made to tbe Council in tho matter. 
Tbe members of this body, feeling indig- 
nant at tbo way in which tbey had been 
ignored, carried a motion directly censur- 
ing tbe Government for their want of 
courtesy. The Chief Secretary, Sir Hen- 
ry A yera, who is a member of tho Coun- 
cil, at lirst took no notice of tho motion, 
which iucrca.scd tbo annoyauco of tho 
members, and it was only in consequence 
of threats to delay the passage of tho 
Supply Bill that he stated "the Govern- 
ment would tiiko tbo necessary action to 
placo tlio mutter before the Council. " Ai 
it api)eured that this was to bo done by 
means of a mo.'-.siige from tho Assembly 
asking tho Council's coucurrenco iu tbe 
action taken, tho members of tbe l<itc 
Chamber resented this as nn attempt to 
shift tbe dispute as between tbe Govern 
mcnt and tlio Council, and to fix it upon 
tlio .'Y;!:ieinbly iiiul tho Couui;il. All'itir.'; 
oulajiLiateil in tljo Council, oa the ^5th 
of July, c'iirryiug a nmtiuii by a majority 
of six cousuriug tlio Chief Hi'erutiiry 
Tho latter by the advice of his colleagues 
however, deoHned to resign, and . on tbe 
30tb Jiily a resolution was carried in the 
Council by a majority, refusing to pro 
ceod with tbo public husinuas so long as 
Sir Henry Ayrus retaiuod oflico in the 
GovL-riiment. Thus, according to tho 
Melbourao Argus. riiatter.s stand at i)ro 
sent, tho Govern mcnt deolining to give 
way, as tbey " refuse to recognize tbe 
right of tho Council to det^riniue who 
shall be a Minister of the Grown." 



"The Times" on the Canada Pacific 
Railway. 

(Toronto Globe, Nov. 2.) 

Elsewhere will be found tbe remarks 
of the London Tmes on the Canada Pu- 
ciflc Railway, a synopsis of which was 
cabled to us nearly a fortnight ago. It 
will bo seen from a perusal of tbo uiticlo 
that tho writer has not a very clear idea 
of either tbe real cbaract* of tbe scbemo, 
tho magnitude of the uudortaliing, or tho 
cost of the work. For all practical pur- 
poses the, transodQtioental railway may bo 
regarded as commencing at Fort William 
instead of Ottawa, since there is no jirosa- 
ing necessity for tbo construction of that 
portion of the line to tho noirtb of Lake 
Superior and no one can toll how 
long it will bo before tho neces- 
sity arises. But even taking iu tbo 
whole line .■^frdni'V-Ijako ' Nipissing to 
the Pacific, it is ah absurd exaggeration to 
estimate tho cost at two hundred or two 
hundred and fiftymillionsof dollars— fifty 
millions one way or the other do notsootn 
in the critic's estimation to make much 
difforenco. A fair estimate of tbo cost of 
the whole lino shows that it can ho built 
for less than SIOO.OOO.OOO, probably for 
less than §80,000,000, or vory much loss 
than half tlio sum named by tbo Times. 
Oa tho otbor haiul, tliat journal uufairly 
(iGprueitttes the value of tho territory 
through which the road is to run, tliongli 
tbo writer had in his possession tho means 
of arriving at a correct conclusion respect- 
ing it.l- Ip.say<tba,\le88 o|'it is "absolute 
desert" than was at one time supposed is 
a very grudging admission, and will load 
to orroueous inferences. Tho truth is 
that there are in the North-west immouso 
tracts of extremely fertile country, capa- 
ble of sustaining large populations, and 
iure to be rapidly taken up as soon as tbo 
construction of the railway affords a pioans 
of ingress aud ogress. 

Tho Times has not tbo remotest idea, 
apparently, of the uao_ of a railroad for 
colonization purposes." As tho road ad- 
Ysnces into the unpeopled wilderness tho 
stream of population will follow in its 
wako, and in the course of a comparative- 
ly short time tho Dominion will be largely 
recouped for its outlay by tho increase of 
trallio, aud tho contributions made by the 
new settlers to tbo rovenuo of the country 
to say nothing of the enormous increase of 
wealth due to the application of labor 
in tho utilization of the hitherto undevel- 
oped resources of- tbe vast region travers- 
ed by the railway. ■ " ■

A hill has been introduced into Congress 
by Mr. Matthew of Ohio, for tho distribu- 
tion of th^ balance of tho Gpueva award 
which still reinaius uuoxpoudod. It 
proviilos for a ruvival of tho "Court of 
Oommissioners of Alabama Claims," its 
members to be BoleotedVj^by thq President 
of the' United States and "conflrmed by 
tbo Senate, and makes it their duty to 
receive and examine all claims, presented 
witbiu six months of their lirst mooting, 
which shall hnvo directly resulted from 
damage done on the high seas by any 
Confederate cruisers during the late re- 
bellion, including reBsels ond cargoes 
attacked or taken on the high seas and 
pursued therefrom, although destroyed 
within fotir miles of .shore, eioopt siioli 
claims as wero provided for by the liuv of 
187-1. Tho judgraoiit.s of tlio CommiH- 
eionors, togotbor wiih 5 por cent, interest 
from tho respective dates of loss, arc to 
be paid by the Secretary of the Treasury 
out of the "Geneva Fund" in full, unless 
the balance of the fund should prove 
iasaffloiont, In whlob avtnt ib«y «r« to b«

The Israelites in England are col- 
locling subscriptions iu aid of their 
brethren in Bulgaria, who have boon 
robbed and oppressed by tho Russians. 
They call on Jews all over tho world 
foraBsistanqe, and particularly on tbe 
Union of American Hebrew congrega- 
tions. The Jews 600 strong in Hun- 
gary have already responded to the 
appeal. In Russia the persecution of 
the Israelites is continued, with nearly 
all its ancient cruelty. They are not 
permitted to reside in many parts of 
the greatest cities. Kief and Novgorod, 
aa well as Moscow, are forbidden to 
thorn, and even in tho rural districts 
they are burdened with multiform ex- 
actions. 

The French Freemasons have long 
been divided upon '•the question as to 
whethera belief in the "Grand Archi- 
tect of the Universe" should bo a 
dogma of their order. At the recent 
Masonic convention in Franco, the 
second clause of tho constitution, 
which ran thus; — "Freemasonry holds 
to the principle of an absolute freedom 
of conscience, and to the brotherhood 
of mankind. It excludes no ono on 
account of his belief." 

Chicken-rearing by machinery has 
reached its last and most glorious 
period — it even supplies an artilicial 
mother hen for the guileless chicken 
to brood under at night and fly to in 
moments of peril during tho day. Tho 
hydromere is a French invontiou, and 
BtrikiDgly resembles a real hou in all 
but one particular: boneuili its downy 
breast, instead of a warm heart, thore 
is only warm water. Thus, one after 
onother, by the chicb'eb-hatching 
machine, by thechickonfood-crntnming 
machine, and now by tbo heartlosH 
hydromere, are the iiiuoeeut joys of 
chickonhood vanishing. 

A good example of the feeling in Russia 
towards England and Germany rosi^eet- 
ively, and of tbo attitude of Germany in 
tbo war, is afforded by tbo Moscow (Ja- 
zetle', which takes rank as tho fir.st public 
— that is, non ofllcial — paper iu Ilussia. 
Thin paper, which wrote in tho most \io- 
lent terms against 8ir Arnold Komball, 
accusing bim of ftssisting tho Tuikirdi' 
army iu Asia, has no words of praiwi too 
strong for tiio Gorman militm-y adaclte 
with tha army before Plevna, who, ac- 
cording to tbs Moscow Qcuette, led on a 
Russian column to the attack when it j 
own officers wero killed. 

Emigration from Spain is causing un- 
easiness to the Goveroiurnt of that coun- 
try. Tho stream of eniigi-ants flon .s priu- 
cipal'y through tho ports of Vi.i;o and 
Ooruona to the Spanish American llopuli- 
lics. These seaports <jre on tbo Atlantic 
shore of tbe province of Galicia.tho homo 
of tbo niOHt industrious peasaiilry of 
Sj)ain, Thoy aro also tho uoiUVHt ports 
to tho Basque coufltry, whonco come tho 
men.whaJiave supplied the staple of tbo 
Spanish armies, a thrifty, onergftiu and 
laborious race, whom tho Peninsula can- 
not afford to lose, At Madrid ro.strictivo 
measures to stop tho emigration aro being 
urged upon tbo Govornraont.

You must 
feciaii'e more ovideuce. There are one 
or two cases similar to this, but unfortu- 
nately there are many other cisos outirolj 
tbo reverse, and again, t'aoro are cases 
with very voluminous eviilonco. Now it ii 
not noeoaaary to go through all the evi- 
dence but jusfc to read it till you are satis- 
fied there is a piHma facie case made out, 
, und then write "a true bill" over it; by so 
'doing you are not cruel but rather merci- 
ful in sending it up for trial. There arti 
many cases and no doubt wore the As- 
size put oiT the number would bo increas- 
ed for there was a case presented about 
15 minutcH before ho came into Court. His 
Lordship then explained what the law of 
embezzlement was and said that a man 
may bo guilty of larceny and not embuz- 
zlemont. You can find that be ia not guil- 
ty of larceny but embezzlement. The 
best plan, however, is to find a gdueral 
bill. I would call your attention now, 
gentlemen to a few facts. An application 
was made to admit a person to bail and 
from observation made it appeared that 
the -word bail was not properly under- 
stood. The criminal being bjilod out is 
allowed to go out of gaol in charge of two 
or three of his friends who 2"'oiui83 to 
take charge of him. Now, suppose they 
allow Mm to escape, p lyiug tuo recogni- 
zaaoB does not oud the matter; they are, 
body for body, respoosible and are liable 
to be brouglit into Court.' Were men to 
hire thomselveo out to go bail (as at one 
time was tboonstom) and merely becaiise 
they are secured allow their prisoner to es- 
cape and then not bo rospoaaible, they 
■will find themsslves very much mistaken, 
for they may be brought to Court aa con- 
spiring tp,^'aefeat the ends .of,; jastioe. 
There is a widegpread evil and onecoadu- 
cive to much mise-y und probably 
through it many of the mon now charged 
■with crime owe their fall to it: It is gambl- 
ing. Up the country the whole nature of 
the law of gaming appeared to be not 
clearly understood. AH persons found 
playing unlawful gome may be punished. 
Again, any persons setting up houses for 
lottery anJ .ill persons dealing out tick- 
ets for tlio sama and advertising them; 
not, only thu ailvorti'^er but tlio publi.siier 
— all may bo fined not oxcei'ding X20U, 
and all tho articles put up forfeited — tlio 
said amount to be levied by distraint. 
Any person who stands and looks on (^t a 
/aro game is liable to be fined ^20 or £100, 
•and whon a person acts as informer he 
gets one-third of tho amount of the fine. 
After some further remarks from the 
Bench tho Grand Jury retired to deliber- 
ate. 

The Grand Jury after recess returned a 
trae bill in 5 oases.

Rogina rs. Hubert and Rife, charged 
■with stealing one gold watch and chain, 
rings and brooch from llio house of .Judge 
O'Reilly, tho property of Mrs. Pimlor, 
also, an otter skin and a field gluss, tl;o 
property of Judge O'Reilly, were arraigii- 

Martin Hubert pleaded guilty to steal- 
ing a walob, ear rings and brooch. 
' George Rife pleaded not guilty and was 
put on bis trial. 

' The petty jury were theu sworn ii^. 

A. I^. Eohertson, Q. C, instructed by 
Mr'. Harrison, appeared for prisoner. 
The Attorney General stated that ho 

■would produce evidence to show the own- 
or.ship of tho property, also ovidenco to 
prove tholiuding of the brooch under the 
i^rnj of Hubert aocoriliug to the ihfqrma 
tion of Rife, tho prinoiier who pleads not 
guilty. Rifo said Hubert knevf 'where 
the lii'ld glass and skins wore concealed 
and that they intended to divide the 
spoils. Tho ovidenco will r.udoubtodly 
prove th.at Georgo Rife was an accomplice 
■ an tho robbery. 

Annio Piudor being sworu said, she 
■ffaa stopping at Mr. O'Reilly's house on 
the 27th July Instjremained for tho niglit; 
rememborod being di.Htnrbed about six 
o'clock in the morning; tliero was a miin 
in the room; he loft as soon as she awoke, 
she then missed tho w.itcli; a short v/hilo 
aftiOr she injssed three rings and thou i> 
brooch; identified the articles produced 
aa those stolen; oould not recognize the 
prisoner at the bar as it was diisk at tho 
time. 

Caroline O'Railly sworn — Remembered 
the 28th July hi3t;"Mrs. Finder w.ia stay- 
jug at witness' liouio; on thiit morning 
laisgod a pair of Held glasses, a beaver a«d 
on otter akiii; two days aftorwarde missed 
a fisli knife alid fork; Mrs^ Finder dame 
into hor room that morning and inade a 
oommunioation to her; on witness getting 
>;p fquqd thokitol^eu window opouj also, 
the side door of the house; the kitoUon 
window was almvs loft open at the top, 
bat in this case tuo lower sash had been 
opened. 

In answer to his Lordship witness said 
it was about 5 minutes p.ist (\ o'olook 
wIjou the article were mnsed; tliuy had 
probably boon disturbed i-b ini 10 miuutou 
before that; the lower part of the window 
\tnB open. *- 

Thomils Lindsay, n police ofilcer, being 
sworu, Qaid he romomberod his attention 
being called on the 28tli July last to iiu 
alleged robbory at tiie house of Mr. O'- 
Reilly; arrested Martin Hubert and Geo. 
Rife tho same morning; arrested Rife in 
the rear e( Hab«rk'« hoasa; after lovking 



Hubert np wont back for Bife and could 
not find him at his house, bnt from infor- 
mation received went towards Hubert's 
house and saw tho prisoner running and 
called out to him to stop; the prisoner 
said, "I know what you want; search mo, 
if you like;" several days after the arrest 
witness searched Hubert in the gaol; this 
was on ncoount of Rifo telling tho 
gnoler that the brooch was under 
Hubert*.s armand thatho (Hubert) know 
where tho other property was; Rifo snid 
that when they came out of gaol they 
would divido the s|)oil. 

In answer to His Lordship witness said 
he did not see Rife come out of any build- 
ing whatever. 

In reply to IVfr. Robertson — Told Rifo 
to stop.he wanted to arrest him; oould not 
swear positively that tho prisoner said "I 
know what you want" before ho (witness) 
told him what he wanted to arrest him for. 

In answer to the Court — Was certain 
that when ho called out to the prisoner 
"stop" that he turned round and said''you 
may arrest me; I know what you want." 

Re examined by the Attorney-General 
— Whon witness called out to the prison- 
er to stop lie was about 25 yards oflf; to the 
best of his belief the prisoner made use of 
those words before he (witness) said he 
was going to arrest him. 

The Attorney General then called Mar- 
tin Hubert. 

Mr. Robertson objected in that he was 
under the same indictment and that if the 
prosocution'had desired to call him as a 
witness that tho name should have boon 
struck out before. 

The Attorney-General considered that 
he was at liberty to produce Hubert in 
that he had pleaded guilty and was to all 
intents and purposes awaiting sentence. 

His Lordship ruled that Hubert oould 
not be called. 

This finishing tho the case for the 
Crown, 

His Lordship Informed tho Attorney- 
General t!)at he muyt prove that Kifo was 
in tho house, or that ho svas keeping 
watch; or that ho bad guilty knowledge; 
in his opinion neither of tliesb three poinis* 
had been proved; with reference to Rifo 
Jtnowing that HuDert had the brooch he 
might liavo been told while in gaol that 
Hubert had tho brooch. His Lordship 
said ho did not consider there was a caso 
to go before tho jury. 

The Attorney-General said that such 
being the case he would withdraw the 
prosecution, ■ He hoped tho prisoner was 
not guilty. Tho jiri-ouer was then dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Robertson then suggested that tho 
Attorney-General shoiild enter a nolle 
prosequi against Rife. 

His Lordship said that ho had been 
mistaken in his decision with refercnco 
to Hubert being called in evidence, that 
when he (Hubert) pleaded 'guilty-- it was 
equal to his name being withdrawn from 
the indictment. 

Mr. Robertson was of opinion that eith- 
er a nolle prosaqici should be entered or 
there must be a verdict of not guilty; or, 
in other words, that the prispuer muat be 
withdrawn entirely from the indictment. 

Martin Hubert and GoorgoRife, charg- 
ed with having stolen tvvo bottles of wine, 
the property of Mr. Loeweu, were ar- 
ranged. 

Hubert pleaded guilty and George Rife 
was then placed on his trial. ' . - 

Bis XtOfdship said he proposed in this 
case to allow Hubert to be called in evi- 

donoe, at the same time noting Mr.- Rob- 
ertson's objection, which ho would like to 
have decided before a full bench whon 
Crown cases in reserve should come up. 
Tho jury woro then re-sworn. 
The Attorney -General opened tho cose 
for tho prosecution by calling Louis Erb, 
who, being sworu, said his private house 
adjoined his brewery on Government 
street; remembered the 2oth July last, 
about 12 o'clock at uight; ho was in his 
brewery; on entering his private houje ho 
observed tho meat safe open and the con- 
tents put on tho top; thinking some one 
had been there he went down the steps to 
his cellar; the cellar door was not locked ; 
on entering tho collar he at once missed 
two bottles of atoinweiu; some lard bnd 
been taken from tho shelf and put on the 
floor; he had only the two bottles of stcin- 
wein; this wine is not commonly sold in 
the town; the market value of it is $1G 
per dozen-.'' ' " -'^ „.v. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson witness 
conld not eay when he last saw the bottles 
before ho missed them. 

In uuswor to the Court — Tho door was 
never locked; it might have boon wide 
opou when ho went to it. 

Oflicer Lindsay said ho went to Hu- 
bert's house on the 28th July with the 
Superintendent of Police and found the 
buttle of steinwein under Hubert's pillow; 
both priboners v.ore in cu.stody at this 
time; hoard them both acknowledge in tho 
Police Court to being at Lowen & Erb's 
brewery ; Rife said ho did not go in, but 
Hubert did and passed tbo liquor out to 
him (Uifo ) 

lu aus'.vnr to ^fr. Robertson — Rife's 
house was aljout '"O yards from Hubert's; 
this bottle wa;i found liio same morning 
tho prisoners weio arrested; Rife said Hu- 
bert hod told him that he knew whoro 
they could'get soino beer and tUatHiibert 
had told him to wait or.tsiilo. 

Mr. Itobcrtsdu objected to HuberCH 
statement being received in evitleuco 
against Uifo. 
Tho objoctioa was noted. 
His Lordship then asked Mr. Robertson 
if he objected to the written statement 
(produced) which was given in the Po- 
lice Court, being [int in as oviilonco. 

Mr. lloburtsuu olijiicted, in tliat tho 
statement was not made out acc^ji.cling to 
the proper form. 

His Lordship I'opliod that although tho 
Government gave regular printed forms 
for those stutemontB, yet i-the magistrates 
in nearly all cases preferred' to make their 
own forms, and such being the case tho 
written Htateiuont produced could riot l^e 
taken as evidencfi, 

Tliu Attorney-General then said he 
would call the Police Magistrate to prove 
what took place in his court. 

Henry 0. Courtney, P.M., swo^'n— Was 
Police MiigiBtrato; remeraljored tho two 
prisoners being before him on a charge of 
stealing wine; romombored tolling tliom 
that anything they might say would be 
taken down and used iu evidence; al3o, 
asked them how thoy pleaded. 

In answer to His Lordship witness 
conld not swear that ho (]id not toll them 
that thoy need not mako any statement; 
was of opinion that ho had told them as 
he always wont by tho regular rules; the 
printed forma spokou of ho had never seen 
ut all. 

His Lordship then ruled that the writ- 
ton statement oould not bo produced iu 
evidence, and advised Mr. Robertson for 
the intorost of his client to allow Mr. 
Courtney to give the statement made by 
Rifj in the Poliee Oonrt, b« reisrviag his 
obj*uti«a. >> 



Mr. Oonrtdey then, in answer to the 
Attorney-Qeneral, said that Bife said the 
two were together that_ ibight about 12 
o'clock whou Hubert fiad Atuat he knew 
whoro they could get some beor, and that 
they went down to Lo wen's browoiy; Hu- 
bert went inside and brought out the two 
bottles of ■«-ine, alir-r which they went to 
Hubert's house where thoy drank one 
bottle of wine. 

'This concluded the ease for tho i)roaa- 
oution. • ... 

Mr. Robertson in. summing up Eaid ho 
was compelled to rely for defence on the 
weakness of tho case for the Crown. The 
indictment iu this caso contains two 
counts, 1st, having stolen tho wine; 2ud, 
receiving tho wino. Now it must bo clear- 
ly shown iu tho first count that Rife went 
to Lowon's brewery to steal this wine. 
Supposing tho prosecution to fail on this 
count it falls back on tbo second count, 
u!i.mi'ly, that the jirisoner received this 
wine knowing it to bo stolou; this also 
must be auflioiontly proved before tho 
jury^conld return a verdict of guilty ou 
uuy charge. Mr. Robertson then review- 
ed the evidence given by the various wit- 
nesses finishing by stating that tho paper 
oontuiniag a statement supposed to have 
been made by tho prisoner, and which he 
hud objected to being put in as evidence, 
the jury must not therefore infer 
that the paper contained a very damaging 
statement, and his Lordship would, he felt 
sare.'tell'them that. 

The Attorney-General replied for tho 
prosecution, stating he felt sure that af- 
ter tho statement made that Rifo had gone 
down to tho brewery in au innocisnt man- 
ner between 1 and 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the jury must believe that he was in 
partuershlp with the other prisoner, who 
pleaded guilty,' for who oould belieye that 
Rifo would expect to get beer retail at 
t at hour and at a place whore boor is 
only sold at wholesale 1 

His Lordship, iu summing up, stated 
tb:'.!, it was not uoee-sary in a case of bur- 
glary to break open a door or window; 
either of these may be opened by turning 
a handle; in;this case bad it been proved 
that the door had been fastened by a catch 
or anything in that way there would have 
boon a clear casj of burglary; it wtis, 
however, quite certain that a robbery had 
been committed, and if as Rifo says thoy 
went down to got b.;er,aud Hubert pleads 
guilty to taking the wiuo and entering 
the cellar, did Rifestand outaide to keep 
guard to give an alarm if necessiry? If 
bo did, tliou he is guilty of tho stealing 
just as much as Hubert ia and if yon 
think that ho drauk the wine knowing it 
to be Btolc>u then ho is guilty of receiving, 
ami tlie receiver is as bad aa tho thoif; 
you will in that case find him guilty of 
tho second count. . •'' ' 

The jury then retired arid after being 
absent a few iniuutes returned with a vor 
diet of guilty against Geori,'o Rifo. 

His Lordsliip thou asked tho prisoners 
whether they hud auytl;ing to say why 
thoy should not bo sentenced, and ou 
their docliniug to speak, said he had no 
doubt that Bife had: been \ gailty of tho 
first ofi'enoc. Ho characterised tbem as a 
couple of low, cowardly sneak thieves, 
scamps who were not exactly to bo feared, 
aa thoy were careful to run away at tbo 
first approach of danger. Ho had no 
doubt iu his mind and he did not think 
there oould be any in the mindu of tho 
thfi jury or anyone in Oourhbnt tliatrRife 
was gudtj' of tho first ofiTence; but he had 
been acquitted through a mistake. This, 
however, be could not puni.sh him for, 
yot at Iho same time he did not think that 
Hubert should bo punished alone, though 
be had pleaded guilty so as their lives 
bad been unlovely outside they sboald 
hot be sepatate^ in "gaol^ His Ijordship 
therefore sentonoed them - eaoli' to 18 
months' imprisonment with hard lab'or. 

ASSAUL'T. 

Thomas Sliewell. charged with cutting 
aud woandiug Richard lilytho ontholUth 
August lust, with iutout to commit mur- 
der, and with assaulting Richard Blytho 
with intent to do liin; grievous bodily, was 
placed at the Bar. Tho prisoner who was 
undefeode^i pleaded not guilty to an in- 
tent to murder, but guilty to "the charge 
of assault. 

Tho jury woro t'uou sworn and the fol- 
lowing deponitions taken: 

Richard Blythe, in aeswer to tho At- 
torney General, said ho remembered tho 
uight o( thu 10th August; he vras then 
employed in Oapt, Moore's boat} met the 
prisoner at the corner of Yates and Gov- 
ernment streets; they entered the Adel- 
pbi (-alcon and commenced to talk abmit 
steaiuboatiug, wheu a quarrel took place, 
during which the prisoner said, "Dick, 
you are a bettor man than I am; bul I 
will lake it out of yc^u somehow;" witness 
told him he did not ^Want to light; the 
prisoner thou put on his coat again, and 
after a while ho naid, ''Dick come out, I 
want to speak to you;" wiluc.-s went out, 
when the prisoner jumped on him and 
threw him down, thoy then struggled he 
filially goiting tho prisouor under 
him; (Joustablo Hart came, and he let 
the prisoner get up; witness then 
folt something warm running down his 
leg; he ti)l(l the offioev that something 
WHS wronj; and to take tho prisoner in- 
side; ou g' ti ing inside witness took off 
bis coat and on tlio olllfier and barkeeper 
loidiing found thiit ho wus stabbed in Hi.'c 
(litbii'eiil places — live on tho back and one 
IIU the siilo. Hail been with the prisoner 
un hour licforo tho quarrul tnok |)la(!o; 
1 oillier of tliera were dri n; at the time, 

Mieliiu)! Hari, a iii^'ht-wati.'hiiiaii, sworu 
that he saw the lust witni-ss t^ad the pria- 



without intent, or a man may intend to 
commit murder and in£iot grevions bodily 
barm. 

The jury then retired, and after an ab- 
sence of half an hour, found tho prisoner 
guilty of wounding without intent with a 
recommendation to morcy. 

His Lordship said there were men hero 
who seemed to provoke a row and then 
uso a knife or a pistol. These are the 
most cowardly of men. It was not for 
the prosecutor's sake that he was to bo 
punished, but for society at largo. 

Sergeant Bloomfield said in answer to 
his Lordship that this was tho first 
charge he knew dolrimental to tho pris- 
oner's character. 

His Lordship then sentenced tho pris- 
oner to 18 months' imprisonment with 
hai'd labor. 

Court adjourned till Wednesday at 10 
a.m.

The Late Judge Dhapeh.— The Globe 
says the Hon. Will iarn Henry Draper, 
C.B., was born in Surrey, England, on 
tbo 11th of Mare.h, 18U1, and was conse- 
quently ut the time of his death in his 
seventy seventh year. His father was 
the Rev. Henry Draper, of St. Edmund's 
Hall, Oxford, Reotor of St. Antholio, 
Watling-sireet, London, aud subsequently 
of South Brent, Devonshire. Ho was 
educated by private tuition at Clnpham, 
and entered the E.ist India Company's 
service' in 1817, in which connection he 
made two voyages to India. At the age 
of nineteen he came out to Canada, aud 
settled, ns a tutor we believe, in the town 
of Port Hope, where iu 1.823 he com- 
menced the study of law, iu the office of 
a Mr. Ward. Ho was called to the Bar 
ou tho IGth of Juno, 1828, and in tho same 
year ho removed to Toronto to take charge 
of the business of tho Hon. J. B. Robin- 
son, who held at that time tho o£3ce of 
Attorney-General. He was Solicitor- 
General and Attorney-General of Canada 
before tho rebeliioii and became a puisne 
judge in 1815, At tho time of bis death 
ho was Chief Justice of the Court of Ap- 
peals.
